Manila, Dec. 20—Today General Mac- 


Artbur issued' a proclamation warning 
he inhabitant* of the archipelago that 
lereatter strict compliance with the laws 
of war will be required cf noncombat- 
ante KB well as combatant*. 


The proclamation eels forth the prin- 


cipal lava ot war. It will refer to recent 
aroclamations issued by insurgent com- 
uandera threatening natives who are 
Iriendlj to the American forces, and also 
to the orders issued to their men to kid- 
nap and assassinate residents of towna 
occupied by Americana. The insurgent 
leaders will be notified that such prac- 
tices, if continued, will put an end to the 
possibility 61 
their resuming normal 


civic relations, and will make them fugu- 
tive criminals. 


Residents of 
places occupied by 


Americana will be notified that Compli- 
ance with the demands of the enemy 
will create a presumption that such acts 
are voluntary and malicious. They will 
also be notified that pleas of intimida- 
tion will rarely be accepted, and that 
where secret committees are permitted 
to exist in behalf of the insurgents, even 
well disposed persons will be exposed to 
the danger of being tried as traitors. 


The proclamation will say that its 


warnings and requirements are to apply 
with special force to Manila, the "ren- 
dezvous of the emissaries of insurrec- 
tion." 


Newspapers 
will be warned against 


Tubliehirjg sedition, and the proclama- 
tion will declare that the rebels who are 
not part of an organized force are not 
• alitled to the privileges of prisomrs ot 
war, 
adiiirg that the fact that tney have 


not hitherto held responsible is* "evi- 
dence of the solicitude of thn United 
States to avoid the appearance of harsh- 
ness," The proclamation will clearly 
disavow any recognition of technical bel- 
ligerency.

Some modification, it is believed, was 


made to the proposed dismantling of 
forts so that .hereafter there will be 
nothing of this character that will pre 
vent ready access to the legations in 
Pekin.

AMERICAN PRODUCT BEST, 


I.ocomotlTi!« Are Dincusnod Before the 


Induatrlal CommlMion. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 20.—John H. Con- 


verse, a member of the firm of Burn- 
ham, Williams & Co., which controls 
the 
Baldwin locomotive works, ap- 


peared before the industrial commis- 
sion today. He said the industry was 
established in 1831 and has constantly 
and steadily grown until today the 
works are the largest in the world. 
The capacity of the plant is 1,200 loco- 
motives a year, or practically four lo- 
comotives for each working day. The 
capital employed Mr. Converse esti- 
mated at not less than $10,000. About 
8,500 hands are engaged at the works. 


The foreign trade in locomotives, he 


said, has .been a growth of the last 40 
years. At first it was confined to Cuba 
and South America, but during the last 
twenty-five years it has extended to 
the eastern hemisphere. Mr. Converse 
gave as. reasons for the introduction of 
American locomotives abroad the pos- 
sibilities of earlier delivery, preference 
for American locomotives as to type, 
size and details, and the question of 
price. Engines have been constructed, 
witness said, at less cost per unit of 
weight than the ordinary foreign loco- 
motives.

sen. Launches will run back and forth 
to meet the London trains. 


The boat will be a floating hotel as 


well as a gambling resort, and visitors 
may live aboard as long as they pleasa 
in luxurious surroundings. Experienc- 
ed croupiers 
will be imported from 


Monte Carlo and roulette will be the 
principal game, played in strict ac- 
cordance with Monaco rules. 


Nominally it wiil be a club, but any 


man belonging to any recognized club 
In Europe can easily obtain admission 
npon payment of a nominal fee. This 
is similar to the rule of the Ostend 
club. . A private part of the ship will 
be devoted to a restricted 'club, like 
any London club, with heavy subscrip- - 
tions and limited membership. This 
will be for private play.-

After their vic- 
tory the Maccabees returned to Jerus- 
alem and rededicated the temple which 
had been defiled .by the worship of 
idols, and they held high celebration 
through eight days of joy ove.r the de- 
liverance of their country and their 
religion.

the orthodox Jew celebrates and ob- 
serves this season of rejoicing, and it 
is particularly a festival in which the 
children of the Sabbath schools take 
part.

Each Jewish home provides it- 
self with eight candles. One of them 
is lighted the first evening of the feast, 
and one each succeeding'evening, un- 
til,' on the last night, all the candles 
are lighted together.

There are-very few towns' in the 
country that do not produce scores 
of people, who believe, and who do not 
hesitate'to say,'that if they couldn't 
run the local newspaper better than 
the men who are attempting to han- 
dle it,.they would seil out. It is true 
that the local paper is frequently open 
to just criticism, and as a rule.no one 
realizes its weak points any. more fully 
than the management,, but • the ego- 
tistical, criti'c is seldom, called in for 
advice, or assistance. 


It does not follow -that because a 


preacher can write one or two goot 
sermons -a week, along, lines of thought 
to which his-mind is devoted, and then 
deliver his production Sunday to a few 
hundred people, .assembled, not to crit 
icise, but to worship.tnat he is qual- 
ified to edit a daily paper, 'that cir- 
culates among •» larger .and less sym- 
pathetic audience.'

Session of the House. 


Washington, .B. C., Dee. 20.— At- 


torney General Griggs occupied five 
hours, the entire session of the United 
States supreme court today, in con- 
cluding his argument for the govern- 
ment in the cases involving the status 
of Porto Rico and the Philippines. He 
devoted himself to defining the rights 
of the nation in ruling acquired lands. 
Charles H. AldrJch, . counsel 
in the 


Philippins case, will make his plea to- 
morrow, when the entire matter will b2 
submitted. The attorney general di- 
rected attention, in the instance of the 
acquisition of Florida, to the fact that 
three 
American statesmen — Monroe, 


John Quincy Adams, and Andrew Jack- 
son — united in declaring officially that 
the constitution did not apply of its 
own force to territory nowly acquired 
by this nation. Mr. Griggs said that 
lands have been 'thus- taken possession 
had expressly extended the constitu- 
tion and federal laws to the "organ- 
ized territories" and to every territory 
"hereafter organized." But the act
